The closest prior art of record, Yamashita (US 6,467,083) and "Standard for a 
Global Embedded Processor Debug Interface'" THE NEXUS 5001 FORUM, lEEE-ISTO, 

XP002247195, although in the same field of endeavor, fails to disclose, alone or in 
combination, a method for transmitting digital messages through output terminals, the 
inventive method steps include "providing a first bit group corresponding to message 
identifier and a fixed number of bits identical whatever the supervision circuit type; 
second bit groups, at least one comprising fixed number of bits depending on the 
identifier and on the type of supervision circuit, the other bit groups depending on the 
identifier but independent from the supervision circuit type; third group depending on the 
message to be transmitted and comprising number of bits greater than one; and fourth 
bit groups each having number of bits >1 , the number of the fourth groups depending on 
the identifier and on the determined supervision circuit type", as in claim 1 and 5 herein.
